1) Finding 1 (Onsite 406): During the week of Menu Review, 02/11/19-
02/15/19, 3 recipes fell short of meeting the minimum quantity required
for Meat/Meat Alternate (M/MA) for grades 9-12. Per CFR 210.10
(b)((2)(iii)(c) 10-12 ounce-equivalents (oz eq) of M/MA are required
weekly, and at least 2 oz eq of M/MA are required daily. These recipes
also do not list their yield.

2) Finding 2 (Onsite 406): During the week of Menu Review, 02/11/19-
02/15/19, Fruit and Vegetables do not meet the daily or weekly meal pattern
requirement. Per CFR 210.10 (b)((2)(iii)(c) the vegetable and fruit
requirements are as follows:

2) Finding 5 (Onsite 1403): The SFA has oranges from China and olives from
Morocco. All agricultural food products utilized in the operation of the
